Dear Mr. Vveisberg: 

About two months have gone by since I last wrote to you, because 50 U 
explained how busy you were at the time. I did not wish to intrude. 

At the Bulletin yesterday, a new book was received for their library* 

The boss called me over and said he thought I’d be very interested in it, and 
told me I could borrow it over this weekend, although generally the books are 
not to be taken out. It is called THE SCAVEN GERS AND CRITICS OF THE Y/ARREN 
REPORT by Lewis and Schiller, and I spent all of last evening and most of this 
morning reading it* 

The chapter about you seems to be an enlargement of the attack on you 
which was published in that New York newspapers 1 magazine some months ago. I can’t 
figure out why you granted the interview to this guy. Of all the people attacked 
inthe book, it seems that you are Jones have been singled out to be depicted as 
9MEL crack-pots. Possibly, your motive might have been (in granting the interview) 
to interest the readers of this book enough so that they would, in turn, buy your 
own books. I hope it works out that way. But, this book implies strongly that 
not only are you a crack-pot but that your facts are not facts at all, and in at 
least one instance you deliberately misinterpreted facts to your readers.

I never recieved a reply from either 
the Philadelphia newspaper or from Considine. Later, I was on Jack McKinney ’ s 
"Night Talk” show, by way of telephone, and I defended you and used the stupidity 
of Considine' s attack on you to show the lack of knowlege of the people who do attack 
you* 


In the introduction to this new book by Lewis, Considine has written the 
most unknowlegaoie intro I’ve ever read in a book. This man evidentally revels in 
his stupidity, while speaking in a pontifical manner. Just an example. On page 
10, Considine refers to the shooting of Lincoln by Booth. He gives the date as 
April 15, 1865* Does this man never research his writings? I do nothave to look 
up any reference books to see he is wrong again* I remember from grammar school that 
Booth shot Lincoln on April 14, and Lincoln died on April 15. April 13, the date 

given by Considine, , is meaningless. This might not sound like an important error, but 

it just goes to show how careless and uninformed this man is. And he attacks youi
